Prices Should Be High. 


Alexander MacLean, Canadian 
pregentative at Yokohama of 
Trade and Commerce department, 
cently granted an interview to a re- 
porter of *‘e Mail and Hmpire, in 
which he made some statements that 
are decidedly interesting to Western 
Canada.

On the 
morning of July 17, two native watch- 
men shot and killed two and wounded 
one o fan armid landing party. The 
crews of the schooner uncer the pro- 
tevuion of 1og, snotseals in the wa.e* 
close to the shore mast of the day. 
During this time chot gun tiring, which 
could oe easily heard from the shore, 
Was irequent. It is unknown how 
many seals were killei in this manner 
but the number must have ben con- 
siderable. On the evening of the same 
day crews of at least three schooners 
made a concerted raid on wicely sep- 
arated rookeries. The raid on th 
Seapandi rovkeries was repulsed by 
the native guard after consi. erable f r- 
ing. The raid on th2 northeast part 
was partially successful. Owing to 
2 dense iog the rai.e's were not dis- 
coverztd until nearly two hundrel s2als 
had been kilied. The raid, which was 
apparently, participated in by-an entire 
ship’s crew of five boats, was repuls- 
ed by: Agents Lampke, Judge and a 
native fore? only, and three of the 
raiders were kil’el and five captured. 
Most of the scals killed in the waver 
were females in search of food for 
their young. Duuring the time I was 
on the island schooners were frequent- 
ly sighted less than three miles irom 
the shore. It is evident that at least 
ethgt or ten schoonérs telievel to be} 
Japanese are sailing in close prox- 
imity to the islands. The twe.ve pris 
oners were taken <n th?

AN ILLUSTRATION OF THE NEED 
OF A FILTRATION SYSTEM 


If the amount of sediment in the 
water they are drinking could be 
brought home practically and visibly 
to the citizens of Edraonton, the estab- 
lishment of a filtration system would 
be urged upon the civic authorities in 
po lukewarm manner and would pro- 


bably be made a ‘eature in the coming 


civic elections. 

A practical demonstration cf what 
drinking water should not be like was 
furnished at the city offices yesterday. 
Attached to the tap from which the of- 
fice employees obtain their drinking 
water is a small filter consisting of a 
cylindrical porous about ten 
inches long through which the water 
the sediment being | 


stone 


percolates slowly, 
left deposited on the stone. After three 
day's operation the covering ot the fil- | 
ter was removed yesterday and the | 
stone was found completely covered | 
with a layer of very fine sand, to the | 
: a 
thickness of about 1-16 of an inch. | 
When cleansed under a tap the result 
was a wash basin filled with absolutely 
non-transparent liquid. | 


Yet the water supplied the citizens | 
is not now unusually laden with sedi- | 
ment for this period of the year and to 
the naked eye appears comparatively 
free from sand. What then must be 
the amount of sediment in periods of | 
high water when besides the invisible 
particles which make no appreciable | 
change in its color or volatility the wa- 
coarser 


ter bears a cargo of sand | 


which transforms it to the color of | 


milk and the consistency of ‘‘mush”’: 

Must not the continued use of such | 
water be harmful to the human sys-} 
tem’ Immediately it may have no ap- | 
parent consequences but in the long 
course of years must not the system 
perform something of the duty of the 
§;lter and like the filter secrete some- 
where, in some form, and to some de- 
gree, the deposit of sediment? It will 
require a considerable volume of ex- 
pert medical testimony to convince us 
otherrise 

The water supply of the city is not | 
at present filtered in any manner. 
When' the waterworks system was in- 
stalled a sedimentation basin was con- 
structed at the power house in which | 
the water was to be allowed to ‘‘set- 
tle’’ before being pumped through the 
mains. But the growth of the city has} 
outstripped expectations and the | 
basin long since was found so small | 
that the water could not be !eft long | 
enough to accomplish any appreciable | 
good. It was in consequence abandon- | 
ed and the supply now passes from the 


i 


river to the tap without filtration of 
any kind. 

This unsatisfactory condition of af- 
fairs has been borne by the citizens | 
with exemplary patience but there is a | 
limit to justifiable patience. This limit 
has been reached if not already passed | 
and the matter of a filtration system 
should not longer be ‘delayed.

RUSSIA NEEDS THE MONEY. 


The Times’ corespondent cables from 
Berlin: —It is believed here that the 
Russian financial position is precarious 

and under the influence of this belief 
abstract sympathies for the autocracy 
are giving way to a vague desire for 
any form of government which offers 
some guarantee of security for foreign 
investments. When the Duma was dis- 
solved it was generally believed the 
Czar felt strong enough to carry out 
tha nolicy he had apparently opposed. 
With the defection in the army the 
Czar’s prospect of carrying out his 
policy unaided has vanished. Never- 
theless there is an uncomfortable feel- | 
ing that Emperor Nicholas may not be 
disposed to recognize this fact and 
draw in time the necessary conclusions. 
It ig therefore with considerable un- 
eas.ness that persistent reports cf the 
Rusian intention to issue a new loan 
bave been received. If intentions of 
this kind are seriously entertained, the 
German market, which participated 
only indirectly in the last issue would 
upon the next occasion presumably 
have the first refusal. Strenuous de- 
nials are isued from St. Petersburg, 
hut all efforts fo disarm suspicion in 
regard to Russia's financial pos:tion 
have failed. The continuous flow of re- 
assuring reports in regard to the pros- 
perity of Russian comerce and indus- 
try and the periodical publication of 
inland revenue returns are re- 
garded with growing apvre- 
hension as. attempts to prenare Ger- 
many for the inevitable. The Bourse 
preserves a calm exterior, and derives 
ronsolation from the absence of news. 
but the undercarrent of anxiety in. re- 
gard to. Russia’s financial necessities 
is unmistakable.

The witne:s 
said that when the thrée men, Mac- 
donaid, Bristow and himself were on 
the scaffold, that Bristow, the deceig- 
ed seermei to be suspicious of it, and 
examined it. 

He understood that Roy had’ later 
on come through a window, and had 
come down on the scaffold, but he 
did not see him. If the four men 
were on the scaffold at the time it 
would be a weight of about 570 
pounds. There was in aaddition mor- 
tar weighing about 60 pounds and 
water. He would not say how much 
the scaffold itself. would weight It 
is estimated, however, that it would 
weigh about’ 360 pounds, making the 
total weight upon the scaffold when 
it fell about 1,600° pounds.

Washington, Aug. 13.—Among the in- 
teresting experiments which the  nit- 
ed Siates department of Agriculture 
has been recently conducting are those 
looking to the discovery of a spec’es 
of flax, which, while allowing the s-el 
to ripen fully, would produce fibre of a 
quaiity suitable for spinning. Seed 
flax is short and branchy. As here, in 
America, the seei is separated by run- 
ining the ‘flax through ordinary 
threshing machines, the fibres become 
so broken and tangled as to be utterly 


useless. Even the paper mills find 
most of this tow unfit for pulp.

“Any attempt to investigate the so- 
called pogromy (massacres) will bring 
the investigator face to face with cer- 
tain symptoms identical in all cases. 


Firstly a massacre is always preceded 
by reports of its preparation, accom- 
panied hy the appearance of a certain 
kind of ‘stormy petrels’ in the person 
of little known representatives of the 
dregs of the population. Then too the 
cause of the massacre as officially an- 
nounced is afterwards always, without 
exception, found to be false. Further, 
in the acts of the murdérers there is 
always to be found a certain similarity 
of plan which robs these acts of the 
charaéter of chance or elemental phen- 
omena. The murderers act on the as- 
sumption of some kind of right, as if 
conscious that they will not be punish- 
ed, and only continue to act as long 
as this confidence remains unshaken. 
Again, in the conduct of the police 
there is never any unity or pian. While 
some police sections suffer complete de- 
vastation in the presence of consider- 
able police forces, other sections re- 
main almost untouched in consequence 
of the protection afforded to them by 
the police, who have done their duty 
with confidence and energy. 

“In January, 1906, one of the per- 
sons in the Ministry of the Interior 
and an oponent of this policy of mas- 
sacres—I do not refer to myself—be- 
gan to receive a large quantity of 
specimen appeals, simply designed, 
which had been widely cireulated in 
the chief centres of South and West 
Russia, and also anxious complaints 
against the preparation of massacres 
in Vilna, Bielostock, Kiev, Nicholaiev, 
Alexandroysk and other towns. 

‘““Meanwhile in St. Petersburg, as 
early as the autumn of 1905 (and it 
would seem, before the October min- 
istry came into power) in No. 16 Fon- 
tanka street, in some remote room of 
the department of police, was at wo7vk 
i, printing press, purchased at the ex- 
pense of the department, with govern- 
went money. This press was put under 
the control of an officer of gendarmes 
in civil dress, Komissarov, who, with 
a few assistants, assiduously prepared 
the appeals to which T have already al- 
luded. The secret of the existence of 
this ‘underground’ press was so care- 
fully kept and the condxet of its or- 
ganization was so conspirative, that 
not only in the Ministry, but even in 
the department of police itself, there 
were very few persons who knew about 
it.. Meanwhile the work of the society, 
whose organ the press, was, was clear- 
ly meeting with success. For when 


to come on the track of th's organiza- 
tion, Komissarov answered: ‘A imas- 
sacre—we can make for you of any 
kind you please. If you like, for ten 
men, and if you like for ten thous- 
and.’ Gentlemen, this is an historic 
plirase. (There was great movement 
amongst the deputies of the Duma.) 
For the information of the Kiev de- 
puties, I will add that in Kiev, on 
February 16th, was arranged a mas- 
sacre of ten thousand, but it was sue- 
céssfully averted: (Great movement in 
the assembly). The president of the 
council (Witte) had, we are told, a 
most serious attack of nervous asthma 
when the facts which T have just nar- 
rated were communicated to him. He 
summoned Komissarov, who reported 
to himi on what he had done and on 
the full powers to act which he had re- 
ceived. In a few hours the Depart- 
ment no longer contained either the 
press, or the appeals or the staff. There 


j remained simply an empty room. And 


that is why no one, amongst others 
not even the Minister of the Interior, 
will able to satisfy the legitimate de- 
sire of the Duma to know the names of 
those persons who controlled and 
worked this organization. 

*“*T affirm that no Ministry, not even 
one taken from the body of the Im- 
perial Duma. will be able to. establish 
order in the country, while persons 
who stand apart, hehind an impene- 
trable barrier, can lay rough hands on 
separate parts of the government ma- 
chine, sharpening their political ignor- 
ance by experiments on living organ- 
isms, engaged in a Kind of political 
vivisection.

The object of the treaty it was 
learned from Mr. McKenna is te ex- | 
tinguish the aboriginal claims to the 
territory in that portion of the new 
province of Saskatchewan which lies 
north of the 54th’ parallel of latitude 
and east of the eastern boundary of 
Treaty 8. That treaty was made in| 
1899, by pen eens Hon. David | 
Laird, oe J. H. Ross, now Senator, | 
and Mr. J. A. J. McKenna, the pres- | 
ent commissioner. The country covered 
lies to the west of this, about Great 
Slave Lake, Lake Athabasca.~~ Lesser 
Slave Lake, and the Peace river. 

The proposed treaty will not involve 
any important change of residence of 


the Indians generally who are con- | 


cerned. The extinguishing of the 
claims of the Indians and _ half-breeds 
of that country is in accordance with 
the policy which the

There is not the same 
pomp and cerimony about the making 
of an Indian treaty now that there 
used to be in the days when the abor- 
igine was of more importance in the 


days of his diminished splendor, the 
Indian insists upon no little display of 
dignity, and the Indian department is 
always careful to indulge his taste in 
this directien. There will be no lavish | 
distribution of gauay blankets, fire- | 
arms and tobacco presents. Commis- | 
sioner McKenna will, however, par- 
ticipate in sevral solemn conclaves be- 
fore the treaty is ratified and the var- 
ious chiefs have affixed their totems | 
to the document by which, in consid- 
eration of certain spot cash payments 
and yearly allowances, the tribes to 
the vast’ track of land will be convert- 
ed to the crown. When the treaty nas 
been formally and duly ratified, the 
Indians will be removed to certain 
stipulated reserves and granted to 
them in proportion of one square mile 
to each family oi five, while any who | 
prefer to iive separate from the band 
will be granted land in severalty to | 
the extent of 160 acres for each In- 
dian.

payment will amount to about_$30 or 
$40 to each chief, 20 odd deiars to 
each adult Indian, and $12 to every 
other Indian of katie age or sex 
In addition to this, of course, a per- 
manent annuity of $5 per head is paid 
to every Indian papoose 
in the.tribe. 

The department recognized the posi- 
tion of the chiefs hy special marks of 
distinction. Each chief of a band, 
upon coming into treaty, receives a 
mein silver medal and a British flag. 

An interesting fact in connection with 
ie treaty is that they will be the 
first to bear the effigy of His Majesty 
King Edward VII. These medals are 
now being manufactured in Ottawa. 

Commissioner McKenna _ will start 
on his journey from Winnipeg within 
a few days. He expects to get through 
with fis treaty making and be on his 
way home by Oct. 20. During his ab- 
sence he will also settle the half-breed 
claims still outstanding in the terri- 
tory.
